SA ROBERT M. BARRETT advised SAC, Birmingham, on 
10-17-67 that during the period immediately following the 
assassination of President KENNEDY, SA BARRETT r s principal 
assignment in the Dallas Office in connection with the assassina- 
tion was to obtain and review all photographs and movie film, 
both private and commercial, which had been taken at Dealy Plaza 
and other areas in Dallas pertinent to the assassination on 
llr|22-63 and which could be located by the FBI. Public appeals 
wepe made for such photographs and movies and notices of the 




S interest in such material were sent to all photographing 
developing companies in the area. The purpose in attempting to 
obtairj such photographs and movies was, of course, to secure 
photographic evidence taken prior to the actual assassination, 
during the assassination, or so immediately thereafter as to be 
of evidentiary value in establishing the identity of the 
individual responsible,^ SA BARRETT worked with SA IVAN D.
